Stockholm, Jan. 9.—The 249 unde¬ 
sirable Russian radicals deported 
from the United States on the trans¬ 
port Buford, the ’ Soviet Ark,” prob¬ 
ably will be landed at Hango, Fin¬ 
land, and wlll proceed to Russia by rail 
under a strong guard, it was said 
here to-day. 

The Finnish Legation lacked official 
information, but belief was expressed 
there that no communication would 
be allowed with tjiose landing from 
the Buford, who would be furnished 
with sufficient food for the Journey 
by rail. The harbor of Reval is 
frozen and the port of Libau is be¬ 
lieved improbable as a landing place 
for the undesirables. 

The Swedish authorities declare 
that those deported from the United 
States wlll not be allowed passage 
through Sweden. 

Copenhagen, Jan. 9.—Undesirables 
deported from the United States will 
be landed here and transported, to 
Danzig, according to reporta. The 
operation will be carried out under 
the supervision of Danish police, it is 
stated, and the radicals will not be 
permitted to come In contact with the 
population of the Danish metropolis. 

Each ship bringing deported aliens 
will bear 600 persons, it is stated, and 
the United States Government has 
arranged with the United States Ship¬ 
ping Company of this city to take 
them from here to Danzig. 

Report Denied. 

Washington. Jan. 9.—Alien radi- 
icals deported on the army trans¬ 
port Buford, which now is nearing 
the Kiel Canal, will not be landed at 
Copenhagen, nor Is it planned to 
tend other deportees from this 
country to the Danish port, An¬ 
thony Caminetti, Commissioner- 
General or Immigration, said to-day. 
He still refused, however, to say 
where the J3uford would land« her 
passengers. 

Mr. Caminetti conferred to-day 
with army officials, presumably for 
deporting additional radicals to 
Soviet Russia.

New York, Jan. 9.—Damage to the 
American Line steamship St. Louis, 
which burned at a Hoboken shipyard 
last night, was estimated at $ 1 , 000 ,- 
000 early to-day. The interior of the 
ship was wrecked and her plates bad¬ 
ly warped. The origin of the fire Is 
not known. 

The- St. Louis was being refitted as 
a passenger vessel after service as 
the transport Louisville during the 
war. Launched at the Cramps ship¬ 
yard in Philadelphia In 1894 and 
christened by Mrs. Grover Cleveland, 
she was the first passenger vessel to 
be built in this country in more than 
twenty years. 

Was Fastest. 

The craft at that time was consid¬ 
ered the largest in existence and was 
the fastest. She and her sister craft, 
the St. Paul, launched the following 
year, were used as auxiliary cruisers 
during the Spanish-American War. 
The St. Paul capsized at her pier dur¬ 
ing the late war. 

The St. Louis brought home so; 
many French wives of American sol¬ 
diers in her later days as a transport 
that navy men called her the "Bridal 
Ship." ,

Brandon, Man., Jan. 9.—The most 
urgent of the problems facing the 
i farmem' independent political party 
in Canada are In the federal field. 
Mon. T. A. Crerar Uuit night told the 
convention of the United Farmers of 
Manitoba. The former Cabinet Min¬ 
ister talked for more than an hour, 
lato In the evening, and outlined 
Federal problems, tariff, naval and 
military expenditures and Imperial 
relations. 

, “The only way to er?ape the vast 
1 financial burdens which rest on us 
i is by the practice of drastic taxa¬ 
tions and rigid economy," said Mr. 
Crerar. 

He urged the importance of the 
supremacy of Parliament over Cab¬ 
inet, and advised the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment to remove all restsictlons on 
personal liberties and restore all the 
liberties enjoyed before the war. 

Mr. OTerar said that he had little 
doubt that there would be a good 
representation of farmers In the next 
Parliament, and he would like to see 
fifteen or twenty Labor men there 
too. The farmers would meet heavy 
opposition, since special privileges 
died hard. Mr. Crerar expressed his 
belief in the principle of direct taxa¬ 
tion, and denounced the existing 
tariff system. 

Trial by Jury. 

A resolution was passed demand¬ 
ing that "Canadian citizens" should 
not be deported without trial by Jury. 
A resolution censuring the Federal 
Government because, in the words of 
the resolution, it had "used the cen¬ 
sorship to prohibit certain literature 
exposing the methods of various fin¬ 
anciers," and especially the publich- 
tion known ns “The History of Can¬ 
adian Wealth," a criticism of the 
Government, was cheered, and It was 
decided that the resolution should be 
broadened and reintroduced. 

Military Establishment. 

A resolution dealing with the Can¬ 
adian military establishment was In¬ 
troduced and consideration was de¬ 
ferred Wftcr a speech by Lieut.-Col. 
C. D. McPherson, M. P. P., of Port¬ 
age la Prairie, who found fault with 
the proposal for a Canadian military 
establishment of 10,000 men. The re- 
I solution demanded that the military 
j forces should be reduced to a mini¬ 
mum, that there should be ho com¬ 
pulsory* military training, and that 
Militia Department expenditures 
should not exceed those of the pre¬ 
war period.

The capture of Berdlansk gave the 
soviets mastery of the Sea of Azov, 
the message claimed, and mean the 
definite surrender of the forces of 
General Denikine. the anti-Bolshe¬ 
vik leader In South Russia. 

The dispatoh added that the Reds 
werp continuing their Irresistible 
march and that the fall of Rostov- 
on-Don and ovo Novocherkassk was 
expected soon.

The advance 
Is based on the higher price of the 
new Cuban raw sugar. 

The wholesale cost, dealers stated, 
is $15.50 for the 100-pound bag of 
granulated sugar. All other kinds of 
sugar have advanced in proportion.

OUawa, Jan. 9.—In an effort to 
clear the public mind with regard to 
the question of canteen profits made 
during the war a. proportion of which 
will ultimately come to Canada, the 
Department of Overseas Military 
Forces of Canada has issued an ex¬ 
planatory statement. 

The statement shows that the can¬ 
teens In Great Britain and those 
operated elsewhere were separate or¬ 
ganizations. It emphasizes the point 
that just now any estimate of the 
amount which will accrue to Canada, 
or any other of the British belliger¬ 
ents, from'canteens operated on the 
continent is impossible "owing to the 
fact that the profits earned by this 
committee cannot be disclosed until 
full account is taken of all trading 
done by these canteens, and as well, i 
the losses sustained throughout^ by 
enemy action and other causes." 

In the retreat of the Fifty Aritly, 
vast quantities of supplies belonging 
to the canteen were destroyed. Con¬ 
trary to press reports, it is stated 
that neither Australia nor any other 
British Dominion has been paid a 
cent out of the canteen profits. Not j 
a cent has been brought to Canada, 
and It may be the end of the present 
year before the amount this country 
is to receive will be known. 

LEGISLATION FOR 

AMERICAN ARMY' 

Washington, Jan. 9.—To enable the 
War Department to maintain tem¬ 
porarily American troops in German 
and Siberia, Secretary Baker recom¬ 
mended yesterday to Congress legis¬ 
lation authorizing an army of ap¬ 
proximately 275,000 officers and men 
for the remainder of the fiscal year. 
This number is 100,000 in excess of 
the peace time army permitted by I 
the National Defence Act, 

A bill carrying out the Secretary’s I 
recommendation later was intro- I 
duced by Chairman Wadsworth, of 
the Military Committee, and was re¬ 
ferred to that Committee. 


DIFFER IN VIEWS 

Washington. Jan. 9.—A split be¬ 
tween President Wilson and William 
J. Bryan over whether the Deague 
of Nations should be made an is¬ 
sue at the coming Presidential elec¬ 
tion, topped off the Jackson Day de¬ 
liberations of the Democratic party 
chiefs here yesterday. • 

It came at the Jackson Day din¬ 
ner, as the climax of a day In which 
San Francisco had been chosen as 
the meeting pldce of the Democratic 
National Convention on June 28, and 
It charged the air with political elec¬ 
tricity. 

President Wilson, in a message, 
read to the diners assembled in two 
separate halls, declared that the 
"clear and single way out’' was to 
submit the question to the voters as 
"a great and solemn referendum." 

Mr. Bryan declared that the Dem¬ 
ocratic Party could not go before 
the country on the issue, because It 
Involved & delay of fourteen months, 
and meant success only If the Demo¬ 
crats captured a two-thirds majority 
of the Senate. The party, Mr. Bryan 
| declared, "must secure such compro¬ 
mises as may be possibly" 

The disagreement between the 
President and his former Secretary 
of State, the first in public view 
since Mr. Bryan left the Cabinet be¬ 
cause he did not agree with the 
President’s course in the diplomatic 
| negotiations with Germany, was thus 
disclosed as a fact, although it had 
been rumored and reported In the 
underground currents of national 
| politics. In the opinion of the po¬ 
litical leaders, It crystallized ’an issue.

Island Crop Fails,’American 
Prices High; Hens Laying 
Better Now 


The LAST DAY of Our 8 Days’ January Clearance Sale—Big Values in Many Departments 


Potatoes went up 75 cents to $1 a 
sack to-day, but egg prices fell 10 to 
15 cents a dozen. 

Last week potatoes were selling 
around $70 a ton wholesale. To-day 
they are $85 and expected to go 
higher. Although the wholesale 
price is up it may be a day or two 
vet before all retail prices are raised 
correspondingly as some retailers 
intend to sell the stock they have on 
hand bought at the former price be¬ 
fore they raise their prices to their 
customers. 

iThe reason .for the potato price ad¬ 
vance is the poor Island crop this 
year and the fact that this city was 
thirty cars short in its receipts of 
Imported potatoes during the months 
of October, November and December, 
according to figures of the railway 
companies. This has resulted in the 
depletion of the surplus stocks. 

Seattle is 'facing a potato famine, 
and is paying $100 a ton. This is re¬ 
sulting in a great export of British 
Columbia potatoes to get the ad¬ 
vantage of the higher American 
price whi<;h is doubly profitable now 
because of the higher value of 
American money. 

Eggs fell to 70 cents wholesale to¬ 
day and some stores were retailing 
them at 75 cents a dozen this morn¬ 
ing. Last week the retail price was 
around 90 cents a dozen. A few 
weeks ago it touched $1.10. 

Reasons for the tumble in egg 
prices include the fact that hens 
Jia^e suddenly taken to laying more 
prolifically, partly because of the 
mild Winter. The recent forcing up 
of egg prices to where it took ten 
cents to buy one egg resulted in 
many people deciding to do without 
eggs. With the demand largely cut 
off and an increasing supply, pro¬ 
ducers had to submit to a big fall in 
egg prices to find a market for their 
produce.

Officials Distributing Forty 
Millions Find Country Men 
Need Little Aid 


Unemployment and suffering among 
returned soldiers and dependents are 
confined chiefly to the cities of Van¬ 
couver and Victoria, officials of the 
Canadian Patriotic Fund have dis¬ 
covered in their investigations in con¬ 
nection with the distribution of the 
$<0,000,000 appropriated by the Y>o- 
minlon Government to relieve dis¬ 
tress. 

Distribution of the $40,000,000 
throughout the Dominion, with the 
exception of the cities of Victoria and 
Vancouver which each has its own 
organization, is being handled by the 
provincial organization of the Cana¬ 
dian Patriotic Fund under Secretary 
Fred Nation, of Victoria. The distri-1 
button is being carried on«in much the 
same way as it is in the cities through 
the local Patriotic Fund committees 
in all the rural centres and towns. 

Applications for flnanoial assistance 
outside of the cities have been so few 
in number s<* far that the officials of 
the fund are surprised. - They find 
that most qf the men who leave the 
cities arid go to the small towns or 
the country soon find employment and 
get above the condition where they 
have to rely on the Government for 
assistance. Relief for settlers strand¬ 
ed before their land becomes produc¬ 
tive is provided, but the calls thereon 
are reported not to be extensive. In 
both the chief cities of the Provide 
are concentrated the unemployed 
hordes. 

In Victoria the corridors on the sec¬ 
ond floor of Belmont House are filled 
nearly all day with men waiting their 
turn to make application or to receive 
their unemployment dole. 

Up to to-day there have been 1,164 
applications from Victorians. Decem¬ 
ber payments, many of which were 
not issued until last week, totalled 
643. January payments are now be- 
in- dealt with. , 

Unemployment In Victoria is ex¬ 
tremely serious, according to R. Pat¬ 
rick Foster, Unit Service Officer for 
British Columbia of the S. C. R. He 
estimates the number looking for Jobs 
here as 2,500.

Trail smelter, were a considerable 
factor ln the production of metals 
for 1919, amounting to a% estimated 
total of $1,404,500 In value. The Trail 
figures are treated elsewhere. 

The Granby Consolidated Mining 
&. Smelting Company operated the 
Grand Forks smelter for the first 
six months of the year, treating 156,- 
821 fons -of ore, all but a few odd 
tons from a couple of mines In the 
Republic camp, being from the com¬ 
pany’s great low grade copper prop¬ 
erty at Phoenix, the Granby mine. 
The output of the smelter was 1.888 
tons of blister copper, which, at an 


average price of $400 per ton, would 
work at a valuation of $756,200. 

Nineteen Kootenay properties ex¬ 
ported ore or concentrates for treat¬ 
ment In various American smelters. 
These exports were nearly all con¬ 
centrates. though 8,143 tons of high 
grade ore were shipped, which at

Recommendations. 

Recommendations for the Improve¬ 
ment of the department during the 
present year are embodied In the fol¬ 
lowing: "I would again recommend 
that a drill-tower be built at the rear 
of the Headquarters Station, equip¬ 
ped with fire escapes and stand pipes 
and a smoke room, so that the mem¬ 
bers of the department may be drill¬ 
ed In the various methods of fire¬ 
fighting and life-saving, as the pres¬ 
ent hose-tow-er is not adapted for 
drill purposes and the proprietors of 
the several buildings hitherto used 
strongly object to the department : 
using their premises. 

Would Open Another Station. 

"I would recommend that steps be 
taken to reopen either the No. three 
(Kingston Htreet) or No. six (Fair- 
field) stations, which would serve 
the purpose of covering the James 
Bay or Fairfield districts, now with¬ 
out adequate protection. Should the 
contract with the Municipality of 
.Oak Bay be terminated, the No. 
eight station should be closed and 
No. six opened, which, in my opinion 
would give better protection to u 
larger area. 

Would Have Waterfront Protected. 

“I would uraiin recommend that 
steps be taken" to obtain the use of 
a scow on which two of the large 
size pumping engines (from the 
steam fire engines In reserve) with 
a suituble donkey-boiler could he 
placed, so the Department may be 
enabled to make use of serviceable 
streams of water to fight a fire from 
the waterfront, notably at the mills, 
where at times It is not possible to 
get on more than two sides from 
the land." 

The Chief also recommends "that 
steps be taken to procure in the near 
future a gasoline pumper and hose 
wagon, which could replace the 
steam fire-engine that is In service. 
A piece of apparatus of this type 
would effect a big economy in sev¬ 
eral particulars, expecially in coal 
consumption. In case of water front 
fires it could be used instantly from 
the salt water without danger of a 
boiler foaming and consequently 
shutting down of the engine; and it 
is not necessary to wait from ten to 
fifteen minutes, an important factor 
in fire fighting, to start pumping as 
in the case of a steam fire-engine 
which requires that length of time 
to get up steam."

The good work of the Victoria 
Fire Department during 1919 is 
shown In the annual report submit¬ 
ted by Chief Vernon Stewart to 
Mayor Porter to-day. Fire loss for 
the year, it is stated, increased from 
<14.896.85 In 1918 to $83,442.75, but it 
is pointed out that, in cases where 
$5 to $10 would cover losses In pre¬ 
vious years it now requires, owing 
chiefly to the enormous increase in 
lumber prices, $30 to $50 to repair 
practically the same damaged area. 
Most of the loss during the year re¬ 
sulted from the recent destruction of 
the Moore-Whlttington Mill by a fire, 
the checking of which was practically 
an impossibility. The loss otherwise 
was small. 

The chiefs report includes a num¬ 
ber of recommendations for the im¬ 
provement of the department during. 
1920, among other things, a redlstrl- ! 
button of the fire protection system ] 
and the inauguration of added fire 
protection for the waterfront by the 
use of engines mounted on scows. 

A Notable Year 

“The fires at Point Ellice Shipyard, 
a pile driver, on April 17; at 951 Bur¬ 
dette Avenue (Burdette House), on 
June 16, and the Moore-Whlttington 
Mill on December 10,“ the* Chief 
states, "were the most serious fires 
during the year. 

“The year 1919 was a notable one 
in the annals of the Victoria Fire De¬ 
partment.” Mr. Stewart observes, “as 
during July, seventy-one alarms were 
received and responded to, nineteen 
more than any previous monthly 
record. On July 16 a record of 
fifteen alarms was responded to 
from 1.31 p.m. to 10.02 p.m* and on 
December 10 there were thirteen 
alarms responded to between 5.28 
a.m. and 5.16 p.m." 

Alarms during the year, the report 
states, numbered 331. 

The Department laid 99,920 feet of 
hose, used 3,169 gallons of chemicals 
and fifteen pyrene tubes, raised 3,273 
ladders, traveled 1,297 miles, worked 
456 hours and 50 minutes at fires. Is¬ 
sued 3,100 burning permits and held 
2.400 drills. 

An Important Work. 

One of the most important of the 
Department's activities Is summed up 
by the Chief as follows: “There were 
8,663 Inspections, an Increase, of 5,101, 
made during the year. A weekly in¬ 
spection of all garages and dye-works 
lias been made, a practice highly com¬ 
mended by Mr.. Thomas. Deputy In¬ 
spector of Insurance for B. C. An In¬ 
spection of all private garages in the 
city was carried out, while the stores 
and stores outside of the fire limits 
also have had several inspections. 
There were 284 notices served. There 
were two convictions In the City Po¬ 
lice Court for breaches of the Fire 
Prevention By-laws." / 

Sparks from chimneys caused 
eighty-one of 137 fires, the Chief 
stales. Defective fireplaces were re¬ 
sponsible for six outbreaks, and burn¬ 
ing cigarette butts accounted for the 
same number of fires.

Taking up her schedule in the 
Victoria, service the American steam¬ 
ship Governor, of the Pacific Steam¬ 
ship Company’s fleet, will berth at 
the Outer Docks at 4 o’clock this 
afternoon to embark passengers for 
San Francisco. 

The Victoria-California service, 
which was' interrupted for several 
months, was resumed last Friday by 
the steamship President, and the 
Governor is resuming her calls to¬ 
day. The northbound calls will be 
resumed on Monday, when the Pres¬ 
ident is scheduled to arrive here 
from San Francisco. The Governor 
Is posted to* sail at 5 o’clock this 
evening, and according to statements 
by officials of the company, she is 
booked to capacity. 

The British Columbia business 
shows signs of rapidly ticking up 
now that- the service has been re¬ 
stored A good number of passen¬ 
gers will board the Governor this 
afternoon after she comes alongside 
her berth from Seattle. 

The schedule becomes fully effec¬ 
tive to-day and from this time for¬ 
ward both '•northbound and south¬ 
bound calls will be made by the 
President and Governor. 


With her captain recovering from 
a nervous breakdown caused from 
almost continuously remaining on 
watch from December 16 to Januaty 
7,'the barquentine Jane L. Stanford, 
Capt. MacLachlan, thirty-nine days 
out from San Pedro, reached here 
yesterday noon.

MacLachlan said. As it was, with 
the ship in danger almost continually, 
the captain remained on watch, 
sleeping but little until he was worn 
down In health when the tug finally 
threw a towing line over the bow of 
the Stanford. 

The Stanford has had bad luck In 
the Strait several other trips, and 
during the winter of the snow and 
blfzzard was blown ashore on Ediz 
Hoop spit, dragging two Puget Sound 
tugboats with her. 

Since she was reported in at the 
cape Christmas Day the Stanford has 
been called the mystery ship, for 
when the fog lifted she was nowhere 
In sight and every port on the Strait 
and up Sound was looking for ner.

Five Thousand Dollars (t 26 ,000.00) 
to Defray the Cost of Eetabliehlng a 
Hospital and House for the Aged 
as a Memorial to Those Who Have 
Loet Their Lives In the Great War 
In the Service of Their Country. 

WHEREAS, in grateful remembrance 
of those who have died In the service 
of their country in the great war. It has 
been deemed desirable to erect some fit¬ 
ting memorial, \ 

. and WHEREAS the great war has 
brought to light the fact that a large 
proportion of our people are suffering 
from defects that might have been 
remedied in childhood. „ 

AND WHEREAS the report of the 
School Health Officer shows that a 
large proportion of the children attend¬ 
ing the various schools are suffering 
from minor ailments which may be 
cured by simple operations, 

AND WHEREAS in order to carry out 
such minor operations it is necessary 
that suitable hospital accommodation 
should be provided, 

AND WHEREAS the Council have de¬ 
cided that the most fitting memorial 
that can be erected is "A Health Cen¬ 
tre," from which can radiate improved 
health for the present and future gener¬ 
ations, and have accordingly passed 
By-law No. 206 to authorise the erect¬ 
ing of buildings to be used and main¬ 
tained as a house for infirm, disabled 
and decrepit persons and for general 
hospital purposes, 

AND WHEREAS It is estimated that 
the erection of suitable buildings and 
the incidental expenses in connection 
therewith, will cost the sum of Twenty- 
five Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00), 

AND WHEREAS it will b« necessary 
to borrow the said sum of Twenty-five 
Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) on the 
credit of the Municipality and to issue 
debentures therefor, payable in ten 
years from the date thereof,-and bear¬ 
ing interest at the rate of five and a 
half per cent.

We must conquer such fallaciOfc as 
those, and if we work to conquer hs 
could assure them that, dark aa was 
the outlook, our export trade waa 
bright With the ligh*. of hope.
